Ninety-one  Patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  are  listed  as  overstrikes  on  LJ.S. 
and  foreign  coins. (1)  Of  these,  60  are  U.S.  copper-nickel  cent  overstrikes. 
A previously  unlisted  C-N  cent  overstrike  has  surfaced.  Fuld  191-443  is 
catalogued  in  copper  (R-2),  nickel  (R-9,  and  lead  (R-9).  The  new  overstrike, 
a copper-nickel  specimen  over  C-N  cent,  can  now  be  added:  191-443  C-N 
(over  C-N  cent)  R-9  (see  photos).  Most  known  C-N  overstrikes  are  on  the 
Indian  head  type,  but  this  new  listing  is  struck  over  a Flying  Eagle  U.S. 
cent,  a rare  subclassification. 

Flying  Eagle  cents  were  minted  by  the  United  States  Government  from 
1856  to  1858.  Approximately  42  million  pieces  were  struck.  The  Civil  War 
began  two  years  later,  and  the  hoarding  of  coins  intensified.  It  is  likely  that 
by  1861  very  few  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  in  circulation.  Only  four  of  the 
cent-size  Patriotic  dies  are  dated  prior  to  1863,  and  perhaps  most  of  the 
tokens  were  struck  well  after  the  war  began.  Therefore,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  Civil  War  tokens  struck  over  copper-nickel  cents  were  predominantly 
on  the  Indian  head  type  which  was  first  minted  in  1859. 

Only  two  overstrikes  on  Flying  Eagle  cents  have  been  previously 
noted.  Detwiler  reported  25-0  CN  (over  FE  cent)  R-10  in  1969.(2)  The 
overstrike  special  classification  chart  (8-1)  of  the  fourth  edition  of  Fuld’s 
Patriotic  CWT  catalogue  refers  to  another  example,  listed  as  an  R-8.  In 
addition  to  these  two,  the  author  is  in  possession  of  one  other  specimen, 
60-346  C-N  (over  C-N  cent)  R-7.  (See  photos.) 

Table  I summarizes  the  four  presently  known  Patriotic  CWT  Flying 
Eagle  overstrikes.  A review  of  37  major  exonumia  auctions  since  1978  fails 
to  reveal  any  offerings  of  Civil  War  tokens  overstruck  on  Flying  Eagle 
cents. (3)  Therefore,  their  rarity  should  stimulate  collectors  to  survey  their 
inventories  to  discover  other  examples. 

Summary 

A previously  unlisted  Patriotic  CWT  overstrike  is  reported:  191-443  C- 
N R-9  (over  Flying  Eagle  C-N  cent).  The  rarity  of  Flying  Eagle  cent  over- 
strikes is  investigated.  It  is  concluded  that  tokens  in  this  special  sub- 
classification of  Patriotic  CWTs  are  very  rare.

How  I Got  Started  . . . 

A personal  recollection 
by  Rand  Gartman 

Back  in  my  Boy  Scout  days  my  Mom  and  I spent  time  cataloging  the 
small  hoard  of  coins  that  lay  buried  in  Dad’s  underwear  drawer,  oreign 
coins  Dad  had  brought  back  from  the  Asian  theater  in  W.W.  , • • coin 

that  came  from  who-knows  where,  and  other  odd  junk  forme  my  men 
badge  collection.  1 still  have  a few  of  the  2x2s  with  Mom  s an  wri  mg 
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she  is  gone  now  but  I remember  . . . One  piece  we  could  never  attribute  I 
now  recognize  as  a Bridgens  Patriotic  token  from  the  CWT  series  of 
emergency  money.  This  was  the  first  CWT  I ever  saw. 

Many  years  later  my  interest  in  coins  was  reborn  and  I was  buying 
coins,  medals,  and  tokens  with  representations  of  American  Indians.  An 
eclectic  collection,  but  fun!  Rossa  & Tanenbaum  had  a table  at  the 
A.I.N.A.  convention  (I  believe  it  was  1980)  and  Steve  Tanenbaum  showed 
me  a couple  CWTs  and  told  me  he  had  many  with  Indians.  I bought  two 
that  day  but  still  did  not  investigate  the  CWT  series  more  deeply  . . . 
another  year  went  by. 

I began  receiving  the  fixed  price  cataloges  of  Harold  Hess:  lovely  little 
pamphlets,  beautifully  illustrated  and  paragraphs  “fully  describing”  each 
item  for  sale.  That  is  when  I was  bitten  by  the  Civil  War  token  bug. 

Over  a period  of  months  I bought  both  the  Fuld  Store  Card  book  and 
the  Patriotic  book.  I was  strongly  attracted  to  the  Store  Cards  and  in 
keeping  with  my  personal  need  to  define  my  collecting  goals  I specialized  in 
the  New  York  City  merchants.  By  attempting  to  collect  one  example  of  the 
tokens  of  each  merchant,  I had  a manageable  goal  which  I am  close  to 
attaining  now  after  several  years  of  work.  I try  to  purchase  AU  and  better 
tokens  which  means  most  of  my  examples  cost  from  $8.00  to  $10.  The 
remainder  (about  25%)  cost  $25  to  $100;  a few  (about  5-8  out  of  100)  are 
more  expensive  and  a few  are  almost  unattainable.  The  collection  is  very 
attractive  and  I am  very  proud  of  the  overall  quality. 

I have  purchased  a few  patriotics,  primarily  the  issues  of  N.Y.  City  die 
sinkers,  but  I am  not  as  pleased  with  these  generic  tokens.  The  Store  Cards 
are  nostalgic  little  illustrations  of  our  history  and  our  commerce  and  I am 
fascinated  by  them.  I have  just  branched  out  into  Hard  Times  tokens  and 
also  look  for  N.Y.C.  merchant  CWTs  with  errors  or  off-metals.  I couldn’t 
end  this  personal  recollection  without  thanking  Rossa  & Tanenbaum, 
Chuck  Kirtley,  Dennis  Brann,  Harold  Hess,  and  all  the  collectors  who  have 
helped  me  - THANKS!

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Dr.  George  Fuld  Appointed  Auction  Director 
of  Pacific  Coast  Auction  Galleries 


Ronald  Gillio,  President  of 
Pacific  Coast  Auction  Galleries, 
has  announced  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  George  Fuld  as  Vice 
President  and  Director  of 
Auctions,  and  his  wife  Doris 
Fuld  as  Auction  Administrator. 

Mr.  Gillio  indicated  that, 

“with  the  addition  of  the  Fulds 
to  our  staff,  we  expect  to  con- 
siderably expand  our  activities, 
aiming  for  six  sales  per  year  in 
the  near  future.”  With  this  in 
mind.  Pacific  Coast  Auction 
Galleries  has  acquired  new 
modern  quarters  for  the  auction 
department  and  is  in  the  process  of  installing  a state-of-the-art  computer 
system. 

Following  a decade  as  a full-time  professional  numismatist,  George 
Fuld  served  as  Auction  Manager  of  Bowers  and  Ruddy  beginning  in  1980. 
Later  he  headed  their  Americana  Department.  He  helped  catalog  im- 
portant auctions,  such  as  Garrett  IV  and  Clifford  sales,  which  were  rich  in 
his  specialties.  When  Bowers  and  Ruddy  was  dissolved  in  1983,  Dr.  Fuld 
joined  Kagins,  where  he  helped  develop  the  grand  format  catalogs,  and 
was  instrumental  in  obtaining  and  preparing  the  1983  ANA  Sale,  the  Van 
Cleve  Collection,  and  the  1986  Milwaukee  ANA  Sale. 

Dr.  Fuld’s  interest  in  coins  dates  back  to  1942,  when  he  started 
collecting  Lincoln  Cents.  He  is  the  author  or  co-author  of  eleven  books  and 
about  75  articles  on  coins  and  medals  published  world  wide.  Fuld  has  been 
acknowledged  for  his  contributions  to  the  “Guide  Book  of  United  States 
Coins”  and  Walter  Breen’s  “Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial 
Coins”;  he  is  perhaps  best  known  as  co-author  of  the  standard  references 
“U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards  and  “Civil  War  Patriotic  Tokens.”  He  won  five 
Heath  Literary  Award  Medals,  holds  a Life  Membership  in  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  and  received  the  prestigious  Medal  of  Merit  in 
1961  from  that  organization.  Dr.  Fuld  is  a Fellow  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society,  having  been  a member  since  1952.  He  served  as  first 
president  and  editor  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  in  1960,  and  as 
founder  and  Honorary  Life  Member  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society. 

Before  converting  his  hobby  to  a career,  Fuld  obtained  a Doctor  of 
Science  degree  from  M.l.T.  in  1956  in  Biochemical  Engineering  and  was 
appointed  as  Assistant  Professor  in  1957,  up  to  then  the  youngest  in 

M.I.T.’s  history.  . 

Doris  Fuld  is  a life  long  collector;  she  joined  her  talents  with  George  in 
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founding  Dorge’  in  1970,  which  conducted  over  a dozen  numismatic 
auctions.  She  holds  a Bachelor  of  Science  in  Philosophy  from  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  and  has  several  decades  of  experience  in  teaching  in 
Baltimore  and  Los  Angeles.  Starting  in  1980,  Mrs.  Fuld  worked  for  Bowers 
and  Ruddy;  since  1983,  she  has  served  as  the  auction  coordinator  at 
Kagin’s.

The  following  policy  and  terms  will  be  observed  by  the  Society’s 
Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 
the  Verification  Officer. 

1 .The  verification  service  is  presently  performed  at  no  charge  to  members 
of  the  CWTS.  In  the  future,  a charge  may  be  necessary  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against 
possible  damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service  may 
do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be  done 
to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verification  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  Steve  Tanenbaum,  editor 
of  the  new  Store  Card  catalogue  edition  and/or  to  Jack  Detwiler,  editor 
of  the  Patriotic  catalogue.  The  assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  ac- 
curately done  by  the  editorial  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request  form 
(copies  available  in  previous  “Courier”  editions). 

10. Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  return  of  specimens.

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A Store  Card  Collectors  Thrill: 
Discovering  an  Unlisted  Die 
by  Allan  Monroe 


Whenever  I acquire  a new  store  card  for  my  collection,  one  of  the  first 
things  I do  is  compare  it  with  the  photo  in  George  and  Melvin  Fuld’s  “Civil 
War  Store  Card  Catalogue.”  This  time  was  no  different.  After  an  initial 
inspection  of  the  “CARLAND’S  NY  630P”  token  I had  just  received,  I 
turned  to  the  catalogue  and  began  my  comparison. 

At  first  glance,  my  token  looked  to  be  an  example  of  the  obverse  die 
NY  630P-2,  but  upon  closer  inspection  with  a magnifier,  something  looked 
different.  What  was  it?  The  inscription  was  the  same  — CARLAND’S  / 95  / 
BOWERY  / COR.  OF  / HESTER  ST.  N.Y.  — but  some  of  the  lettering 
appeared  to  be  spaced  differently.  It  was  difficult  to  tell  for  sure.  Maybe  I 
was  imagining  it.  Maybe  the  light  was  poor.  I turned  to  the  corrections  / 
additions  listing  at  the  back  of  the  Fuld  catalogue  to  see  if  there  was 
another  photo  of  the  CARLAND’S  token.  There  wasn’t,  and  by  this  time  I 
was  getting  excited.  Could  the  token  I was  holding  be  a new  die  variety? 

I wanted  to  be  sure,  so  my  next  step  was  to  photograph  my  token  and 
enlarge  it  to  the  same  size  as  the  photo  in  the  store  card  catalogue.  Then, 
by  carefully  aligning  my  photo  over  the  catalogue  photo,  and  by  quickly 
flipping  the  top  photo  (of  my  token)  up  and  down,  I could  see  that  the 
position  of  some  of  the  lettering  appeared  to  “jump”  back  and  forth.  If  it 
had  been  the  same  die,  all  of  the  lettering  would  have  remained  stationary. 
Now  I was  sure  I was  onto  something.  But  being  a relatively  new  collector 
of  store  cards  (about  six  years),  I decided  it  was  time  to  contact  the  experts. 

I mailed  my  token,  along  with  a short  explanatory  note,  to  Dr.  Larkin 
Wilson  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society  Verification  Service,  asking  for  their 
opinion.  The  service’s  review  would  require  about  six  weeks,  and  I waited 
anxiously  for  their  decision. 

The  token  was  returned  to  me,  along  with  a certificate  and  letter  from 
the  verification  service,  which  read  in  part:  “Consultants  have  examined 
the  coin  and  agree  that  the  obverse  represents  an  unlisted  die  which  has 
not  been  reported.” 

I was  elated!  The  service’s  opinion  was  that  the  die  is  similar  to  NY 
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ERV1CE  OPINION: 
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It  is  similar  to  NY  630-P  2.  However, 
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side  of  N. 


Any  opinion  rendered  by  the  CWTS  Verification  Service  on  authen-

Finding  this  token  has  certainly  been  the  highlight  of  my  collecting 
experiences!  I wonder  how  many  of  these  tokens  have  been  overlooked  by 
others.  I encourage  all  members  to  examine  their  tokens  very  carefully. 
You,  too,  might  discover  a new  die  variety.  The  thrill  of  discovery  is  one  of 
the  many  things  that  makes  our  hobby  enjoyable  and  rewarding. 

My  thanks  to  Larkin  M.  Wilson,  M.D.,  for  his  help  and  encouragement, 
and  to  everyone  involved  with  the  Civil  War  Token  Society  for  all  the  hard 
work  and  preparation  that  goes  into  the  Journal,  auctions,  books  and 
catalogues,  and  all  other  aspects  of  our  Society.

Exit  Interviews 

— A Form  of  Constructive  Criticism 

by  Dale  Cade 

The  1988  dues  renewal  program  marked  the  first  time  that  the  CWTS 
sent  exit  interview  forms  to  those  members  who  had  not  renewed  their 
membership  for  1988.  The  CWTS  Executive  Board  had  authorized  this 
action  to  determine  why  CWTS  was  losing  membership,  and  to  enable 
corrective  action  to  be  instituted.  This,  the  1989  renewal  period,  is 
therefore  the  second  time  that  exit  interviews  have  been  used,  and  the  first 
time  that  the  results  have  been  published.  Although  the  respondees 
generally  had  similar  things  to  say  both  years,  the  quantity  of  exit  in- 
terviews needed  this  year  was  reduced  approximately  1/3  from  that  of  a 
year  ago.  We  must  be  doing  something  right! 

For  the  statistically  minded,  on  1 February  1989,  116  exit  interview 
forms  (with  SASEs)  were  mailed  out,  and  of  these,  59  responses  (51%) 
were  returned.  These  59  responses  further  break  down  into  the  following: 
21  reinstates  (including  one  conversion  to  a Life  Membership),  1 new 
member,  2 deceased  members,  and  35  ex-members  confirming  their 
resignations. 

The  commentary  contained  on  the  returned  forms  fell  generally  into  four 
categories:  1)  comments  about  the  Journal  of  CWTS,  2)  comments  about 
the  CWTS  auctions,  3)  reasons  given  for  resigning,  and  4)  compliments  to 
CWTS.  While  I do  not  agree  with  all  of  the  commentary,  I will  refrain  from 
editorializing,  and  present  the  comments  using  the  respondees  words  in  so 
far  as  possible.  Those  comments  containing  asterisks  (*)  were  mentioned 
numerous  times  with  slight  variations  in  wording. 

Group  1 — Comments  on  the  CWTS  Journal 

1 . There  are  not  enough  ads  selling  tokens. 
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2.  Four  issues  a year  are  not  enough. 

* 3.  There  are  not  enough  interesting  articles. 

4.  There  should  be  more  stories/ histories  of  Civil  War  tokens. 

5.  Metal  analysis  articles  have  a very  limited  interest  and  are  boring 
to  read. 

6.  The  Fuld  reference  books  are  not  advertised  for  sale. 


Group  2 — Comments  on  the  CWTS  Auctions 

1.  Can’t  find  any  tokens  I need. 

2.  Based  on  the  descriptions  in  the  auction,  the  tokens  are  of  poor 
quality.  Is  this  a dumping  ground  for  unwanted  pieces? 

3.  Can’t  get  the  Fuld  books  so  I can’t  participate  in  the  auctions. 

4.  The  prices  realized  are  inflated. 


Group  3 — General  Exit  Commentary 

1.  Economic  difficulties. 

*2.  Lost  interest  in  CWTs  — am  into  other  collecting  fields. 

3.  Tokens  too  expensive  for  the  small  collector. 

4.  Token  prices  are  too  high/too  expensive. 

5.  Disposed  of  CWT  collection  — no  longer  collect  CWTs. 

6.  Have  no  time  for  the  hobby. 

*7.  Tokens  aren’t  interesting. 

8.  No  local  resources  so  lost  interest. 

9.  No  articles  on  Hard  Times  tokens  (apparently  his  primary 
collecting  interest). 

10.  CWTS  does  not  increase  access  to  tokens  nor  provide  more  in- 
teresting data  on  social/historical  context. 

*11.  No  longer  collect  CWTs. 

12.  CWTs  have  gone  the  way  of  coins  — it’s  a dealer/investor  market. 
*13.  Can’t  find  tokens  I need. 

14.  A number  of  CWTs  are  unattainable. 

15.  Very  local  CWT  collection  (two  Michigan  towns)  completed  to  his 
satisfaction. 

16.  No  CWT  collector  interaction. 


Group  4 — Roses  & Kudos  to  CWTS 

* 1.  Will  rejoin  in  the  future.  Keep  up  the  good  work. 

2.  CWTS  and  the  Journal  are  excellent. 

3.  “I  have  nothing  but  praise  for  CWTS.  Keep  up  the  good  work.” 

4.  “CWTS  is  terrific.  Keep  up  the  good  work.” 

5.  “Journal  is  excellent  and  priced  right.  Keep  up  the  good  work.” 

6.  “CWTS  does  a nice  job  and  the  Journal  is  good.  Keep  up  the  good 
work.”

Let’s  make  the  CWTS  not  one  of 
the  best  numismatic  groups,  but  THE  best. 
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“Lead”  CWT  Store  Cards  Analyzed 

by  Larkin  Wilson 

A significant  number  of  Civil  War  token  store  cards  are  catalogued  as 
having  lead  planchets.  Previous  studies  of  the  metallic  composition  of 
Patriotic  tokens  thought  to  be  lead  have  indicated  there  are  at  least  two 
subtypes  of  these  planchets.  One  category  is  described  as  having  a bluish 
base  metal  with  a high  specific  gravity  of  10.5-11.5  and  perhaps  evidence 
of  white  oxide  on  the  surface.  An  examination  by  Energy  Dispersive  X-Ray 
Microprobe  analysis  has  determined  this  subtype  to  be  composed  primarily 
of  lead. 

The  other  subtype  of  tokens  catalogued  as  being  lead  is  black  in  toning 
with  a silver-white  base  metal  and  a low  specific  gravity  of  7. 0-7. 4. 
Because  of  these  characteristics,  it  has  been  postulated  that  the  metal 
composition  of  this  subtype  is  probably  zinc.  To  test  this  hypothesis,  the 
Civil  War  Token  Society  board  of  governors  authorized  a further  study.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  this  report  to  record  the  findings. 

Method 

Two  New  York  store  cards  catalogued  as  having  a lead  planchet  type 
(NY630  BB-lg  L and  NY630  BX-lg  Cpl)  were  submitted  for  examination 
to  the  Scanning  Electron  Analysis  Laboratories,  Inc.  (SEAL)  of  Los 
Angeles,  California.  Additionally,  a zinc  German  Notgeld  token 
(Schwennigen)  possessing  identical  visual  characteristics  as  the  store 
cards  was  submitted  as  a reference  specimen.  Examination  was  performed 
using  Energy  Dispersive  X-Ray  Microprobe  analysis  to  determine  the  metal 
composition. 

Results 

Figure  1 shows  the  photoanalysis  of  the  Energy  Dispersive  Microprobe 
study  of  NY630  BB-lg.  The  chart  indicates  the  metallic  composition  to  be 
zinc.  This  token  is  toned  black  with  small  areas  of  silver-white  base  metal 
showing  through  under  magnification.  It  has  a specific  gravity  of  7.22. 

Figure  2 presents  the  photoanalysis  of  the  Energy  Dispersive  X-Ray 
study  of  NY630  BX-lg  Cpl.  The  analysis  reveals  the  base  metal  to  be  zinc 
with  copper  plating  on  the  surface.  This  token  is  also  primarily  black  but 
shows  hints  of  worn  pink  copper  surface  plating.  It  has  a specific  gravity  of 
7.15. 

German  Notgeld  tokens  are  said  to  be  composed  of  zinc.  Since  their 
appearance  is  identical  to  the  New  York  store  cards,  a Schwennigen 
example  was  submitted  for  study.  It  has  a low  specific  gravity  (7.15), 
similar  to  the  CWT  specimens.  Figure  3 shows  the  photoanalysis  of  the 
Energy  Dispersive  X-Ray  study.  The  base  metal  is  primarily  zinc  (98.8%) 
with  a trace  of  copper  (1.2%). 

Discussion 

Civil  War  token  store  cards  catalogued  as  having  a lead  planchet 
metal  are  similar  in  appearance,  some  having  a hint  of  worn  copper  surface 
plating.  They  are  dark  black,  have  a low  specific  gravity  (7. 0-7. 3)  and 
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possess  a visual  appearance  identical  to  German  Notgeld  specimens.  The 
present  study  confirms  the  assumption  that  a subgroup  of  “lead”  Civil  War 
store  card  tokens  is  actually  composed  of  zinc. 

A previous  study  reported  analysis  of  a Patriotic  token  (115-466  L)  with 
a lead  base  metal.  Also,  a dark  specimen  of  Fuld  260-447  was  analyzed  by 
the  same  Energy  Dispersive  X-Ray  Microprobe  technique  and  was  found  to 
be  composed  of  tin.  In  retrospect,  the  260-447  piece  is  now  considered  to 
be  a specimen  of  white  metal  which  has  undergone  dark  surface  changes, 
perhaps  due  to  unusual  exposure  or  because  of  a contaminant  in  the  metal. 
Comparison  of  the  dark  Fuld  260-447  white  metal  specimen  with  the  115- 
466  lead  token  shows  differences  in  appearance.  It  should  now  be 
recognized  that  white  metal  tokens  can,  on  rare  occasions,  undergo  sur- 
face changes  that  resemble  but,  on  comparison,  are  different  from  the 
surface  appearance  of  the  store  card  “lead”  tokens.  Both  white  metal  and 
zinc  “lead”  specimens  have  a low  specific  gravity  of  7. 0-7. 3. 

The  results  of  this  study  lend  strong  support  to  the  proposition  that 
presently  catalogued  lead  Civil  War  tokens  are  composed  of  1)  a subtype 
with  lead  as  the  metallic  composition,  and  2)  a subgroup  which  has  zinc  as 
the  base  metal.  On  occasion,  a white  metal  (tin)  specimen  with  dark 
surface  changes  may  be  confused  with  this  second  subgroup. 

Summary 

Two  New  York  store  card  Civil  War  tokens  catalogued  as  being  of  the 
lead  planchet  metal  type  and  a specimen  of  German  Notgeld  were 
examined  by  Energy  Dispersive  X-Ray  Microprobe  analysis.  The  com- 
position of  the  base  metal  was  found  to  be  zinc.  The  specimens  are  toned 
black  and  have  a low  specific  gravity  (7. 0-7. 3). 

It  is  concluded  that  two  subgroups  of  the  “lead”  Civil  War  token 
planchet  metal  type  exist.  One  is  composed  primarily  of  lead,  is  bluish- 
white  in  color,  and  has  a specific  gravity  that  is  high  (11.0-11.5).  The  other 
subgroup  is  composed  of  zinc,  has  a low  specific  gravity  (7. 0-7. 3),  and 
possesses  a black  surface,  perhaps  with  hints  of  worn  copper  plating.  It  is 
now  recognized  that,  rarely,  a white  metal  specimen  may  have  surface 
changes  similar  to  the  zinc  variety.  White  metal  is  composed  of  tin  and  also 
has  a low  specific  gravity.

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A Good  Buy  — A Reacquaintance

In  recent  years  I have  not  been  the  most  avid  of  Civil  War  Token 
collectors,  as  a matter  of  fact.  Civil  War  Tokens  are  probably  the  least  of 
my  collecting  interests.  Even  though  I belong  to  the  C.W.T.S.  and  began 
collecting  patriotics  in  1980,  I somehow  lost  my  enthusiasm  and  moved 
into  the  area  of  numismatics.  Something  happened  the  other  day  that  may 
have  changed  all  that. 

While  browsing  through  my  favorite  coin  shop,  I casually  asked  the 
owner  if  he  had  any  interesting  stuff.  He  replied  that  all  he  had  was  34  old 
storecards,  but  would  give  me  a good  price  on  them.  He  showed  me  a few 
of  the  tokens  and  handed  me  a Rulau  book  to  identify  them.  I’m  not  real 
familiar  with  storecards  yet  immediately  recognized  them  as  C.W.T.’s  and 
told  him  so,  asking  for  a Fuld  book.  The  dealer  just  shrugged  and  said,  “a 
token’s  a token,”  give  me  $4.50  each  and  I’ll  let  you  have  them  all.  Believe 
it  or  not,  I had  the  audacity  to  haggle,  not  wanting  to  get  into  the  habit  of 
accepting  the  first  price  quoted,  sort  of  a game  we  play.  At  any  rate,  I 
bought  the  tokens  for  $3.50  apiece  and  walked  out  thinking  I had  pur- 
chased a lot  of  common  R-l’s. 

Later  that  evening,  after  reading  the  “Coin  World”  that  I had  also 
purchased,  I spread  the  tokens  out  on  the  kitchen  table,  noticing  that  one 
of  the  pieces  was  holed  but  had  the  portrait  of  Washington  on  it,  a design  I 
had  collected  in  the  patriotic  series.  I then  dug  out  my  old,  2nd  edition  Fuld 
Storecards  and  began  what  I can  only  describe  as  a fascinating  and 
delightful  evening. 

The  holed  Washington  piece  happened  to  be  an  R-5,  SMT  of  Dekalb, 
Illinois,  and  laying  next  to  it  was  an  unholed  speciman  in  at  least  VF, 
though  dirty.  I was  beginning  to  get  excited  in  anticipation  of  similar  finds. 
As  it  turned  out,  I was  not  to  be  disappointed. 

After  looking  up  several  rather  common  tokens,  lo  and  behold,  I came 
upon  a brass  Sutler’s  token  of  Illinois,  H.  Lester,  NL-25b.  You  can  imagine 
my  surprise  as  I plucked  an  R-8  “Sutler”  from  what  I had  considered  a 
bunch  of  junk.  I was  ecstatic,  but  my  good  fortune  did  not  end  there  for  the 
group  also  contained  an  R-8,  Dowagiac,  Michigan,  250B-la  and  an  R-6, 
regulator  token  of  Winona,  Minnesota,  a pretty  tough  state.  Both  of  the 
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latter  pieces  contained  some  black  dirt  or  residue,  yet  are  still  quite 
pleasing.  In  addition,  the  lot  which  was  made  up  of  mostly  Illinois  and 
Wisconsin,  had  some  fairly  good  towns. 

The  real  significance  of  this  story,  however,  is  not  so  much  that  I 
obtained  some  scarce  tokens  for  a good  price,  but  that  I had  become 
reacquainted  with  the  world  of  Civil  War  tokens.  As  I attributed  the  tiny 
hoard,  I had  become  totally  absorbed.  I found  myself  wondering  about  the 
scarcity  of  cash  during  these  times,  the  products  of  the  merchants,  and  the 
political  and  military  events  of  the  era.  Attributing  the  tokens  was  not  only 
interesting,  it  was  downright  fun.  Something  I’ve  been  experiencing  less 
and  less  of  in  the  area  of  coins. 

The  next  day,  I started  pulling  out  my  old  CWT  Journals  and  reread 
articles  that  I had  previously  only  glanced  at.  I went  to  the  bank  and 
retrieved  my  patriotic  set,  not  believing  that  I had  neglected  it  for  so  long. 
Modest  though  it  is,  I had  forgotten  how  intriguing  these  pieces  are.  I 
decided  then  and  there  to  get  active  again  in  the  field  of  CWTs.  All  this 
because  I bought  34  tokens,  each  with  a tale  to  tell,  for  what  is  normally 
spent  on  a single  generic  coin.  Amazing!

My  main  numismatic  interest  is  the  collection  of  various  eagle  designs. 
Naturally,  when  I saw  the  eagle  with  the  cigar  in  its  beak  on  the  Seneca 
Falls  Skidmore  Hotel  token,  it  was  of  great  interest  to  me.  The  lack  of 
previous  articles  on  the  token  prompted  me  to  research  and  write  the 
following  article. 

George  and  Melvin  Fuld’s  U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards  lists  5 varieties 
of  845A-a.  It  seems  to  bring  prices  more  in  line  with  a R7  instead  of  the  R4 
listed  in  Fuld. 

A sixth  variety,  not  listed  in  Fuld,  is  845A-lb  counterstamped  with  “H. 
Frantz.”  From  facts  in  this  article,  obviously  a counterstamp  that  occurred 
between  1870  and  1874.  Hopefully,  this  will  be  included  in  the  next  edition 
as  a non-contemporary  counterstamp.  The  rarity  of  H.  Frantz  coun- 
terstamp of  845A-lb  would  indicate  a R-8. 

1857  — 9th  of  November,  Darius  Skidmore  purchased  from  Obadiah 
Platt  for  $500.00,  the  property  on  Fall  Street  in  Seneca  Falls,  New  York 
that  was  to  become  the  Skidmore  Dining  Saloon. 

1860  — Census  page  13,  First  Ward  Village  of  Seneca  Falls  County  of 
Seneca,  New  York  State:  Darius  Skidmore  age  52,  occupation  News 
Room  and  D.S.  (Dining  Saloon),  value  of  real  estate  $9,000,  personal 
property  $1,000;  also  listed  Catherine  (his  wife)  age  51,  Kate  (most  likely 
his  daughter)  age  6,  and  Mary  (most  likely  his  mother  or  mother-in-law) 
age  89. 

1862-63  — The  illustration  used  in  this  article  is  found  in  Brigham’s 
Directory  and  Business  Advertiser , published  at  Geneva,  New  York  by 
A.  Delancey  Brigham  for  the  towns  of  Geneva,  Seneca  Falls,  Waterloo,

Same  directory  lists 
Darius  Skidmore,  retired,  living  Skidmore,  Block  Fall  Street. 

1875  — 24th  July  at  11:00  a.m.,  a public  auction  was  held  at  the 
Globe  Hotel,  90  Fall  Street,  across  the  street  from  the  Frantz  House.  This 
auction  was  held  to  settle  a mortgage  dated  1 March  1867.  At  this  auction 
Augusta  G.  Miller  purchased  the  Frantz  House  for  $5,000.00. 

Lorinda  Skidmore,  of  Waterloo,  New  York  died  15  May  1883.  In  a 
listing  of  surviving  family  members  a niece,  Elizabeth  Jane  Frantz,  widow 
of  Henry  Frantz,  is  mentioned.  From  above  entry  it  is  certain  that  some 
relationship  existed  between  Skidmore  and  Frantz  family. 

1890  — Henry  Frantz  died,  11  May  1890,  at  the  Bath  Soldiers  Home. 
His  military  records  shows,  during  the  Civil  War,  he  was  a member  of 
Company  I,  50th  New  York  Engineer  Regiment.

See  Fierce  Competition 

The  sale  of  the  Jerome  Griner  Collection  of  Hard  Times  Tokens  and 
the  Lionel  L.  Rudduck  Collection  of  Civil  War  Patriotic  Tokens,  featured  in 
Bowers  and  Merena’s  Four  Landmark  Collections  auction  of  March  29,  saw 
fierce  competition  for  rare  and  high  grade  specimens.  “We  were  extremely 
pleased  with  the  results  of  the  sale  of  these  two  collections,”  said  Michael 
Hodder,  one  of  the  cataloguers  of  the  Americana  section  of  the  auction 
sale,  “and  we  are  sure  that  our  consignors  are  equally  as  pleased”  he 
continued.  The  Griner  Collection  of  Hard  Times  Tokens  included  over  125 
different  Low  varieties,  the  majority  of  which  were  purchased  within  the 
last  six  to  seven  years,  many  from  such  noteworthy  auction  sales  as  the 
Garrett  and  Oechsner  Collections. 

Highlights  from  the  sale  of  the  Jerome  Griner  Collection  of  Hard 
Times  Tokens  include  the  following  (including  the  10%  buyers  fee):  Low-1, 
Small  Head,  in  EF-45,  which  realized  $3,520;  Low-7D,  a white  metal 
specimen  in  MS-60  condition,  one  of  the  only  two  or  three  known,  realized 
$5,940;  a superb  AU-55  to  MS-60  Low-13  in  brass  realized  $770;  an  at- 
tractive Low-27,  the  Charles  Ira  Bushnell  token,  sold  for  $1,815;  an  un- 
circulated Low-41,  one  of  fewer  than  a dozen  thought  to  survive,  realized 
$1,870;  the  Edgar  H.  Adams  plate  specimen  of  Low-57,  of  which  fewer 
than  a couple  of  dozen  are  known,  sold  for  $2,475;  while  a silver  Proof-63 
Low-62A,  one  of  under  a dozen  specimens  surviving,  realized  $3,740. 
Other  highlights  from  the  Griner  Collection  of  Hard  Times  Tokens  include 
a VF-30  specimen  of  Low-96,  one  of  fewer  than  a dozen  thought  to  survive, 
which  realized  $1,760;  an  EF-40  or  finer  Low-128,  well  struck,  which  sold 
for  $935;  an  AU-58  Low-139,  one  of  the  finest  known,  realized  $3,630;  and 
a sharp  AU-55  Low-151,  a superb  specimen,  realized  $660.

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realized  $302.50;  while  an  MS  — 60  F-54/296  in  nickel  sold  for  $330. 

An  MS-60  F-60/200,  copper,  Rarity-8,  struck  over  NY-630W  sold  for 
$330;  an  attractive  MS-63  F-75/467  in  brass  sold  for  $220;  F-84/444  in 
copper,  Rarity-8,  sold  for  $385;  and  a silver  F-l  14/432,  graded  MS-60, 
struck  off  center,  realized  $1,595.  A lovely  silver  F-142/349,  Rarity-9, 
possibly  the  finest  known,  sold  for  $825.  The  rare  “Rhode  Island  First  in  the 
Field”  tokens  were  particularly  strong.  F-146/184,  an  MS-60  specimen 
struck  in  nickel,  sold  for  $495;  the  same  die  combination  struck  in  copper, 
MS-63,  sold  for  $550;  the  same,  struck  in  brass,  also  MS-63,  sold  for  $550; 
while  the  same  combination  struck  in  white  metal,  AU-55,  realized 
$467.50.  A nice  example  of  F-160/218,  copper-nickel,  in  MS-63,  sold  for 
$330;  while  a pair  of  F-180/430,  struck  in  silver  and  brass,  both  AU-55, 
realized  $495.  The  rare  F-258/446,  struck  over  Miller  NY-1065,  in  MS-60 
or  finer,  sold  for  $687.50;  while  the  rare  F-425/425,  AU-55,  sold  for 
$577.50.

The  vote  was  5 yes  and  5 
no.  We’ll  discuss  this  further  at  the  annual  meeting,  as  it’s  important  to 
share  information  with  others,  yet  protect  the  privacy  of  those  involved. 
Perhaps  publishing  name  and  state  only  would  be  the  answer. 

We  will  also  make  plans  for  the  reprint  of  volumes  7-10,  with  index  for 
volumes  1-10,  of  the  Journal.  Even  though  the  first  reprint,  volumes  1-6, 
didn’t  make  the  best  seller  list,  I believe  the  CWTS  is  in  the  business  of 
education.

1.  On  or  about  1 November,  the  dues  renewal  program  for  1990  will 
commence.  You,  the  members  who  pay  your  dues  on  an  annual  basis, 
can  help  the  Membership  Managers,  Dale  and  Donna,  and  also  CWTS 
by  sending  in  your  dues  promptly.

Berea,  Ohio,  now  a suburb  of  Cleveland,  has  its  origins  in  Con- 
necticut’s Western  Reserve,  a tract  of  land  in  northeastern  Ohio  that 
Connecticut  “reserved”  to  itself  when  the  states  of  Virginia,  New  York, 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  ceded  their  conflicting  claims  to  western 
lands  to  the  federal  government.  The  result  of  this  cession  was  the  Nor- 
thwest Territory.  Connecticut  gave  much  of  its  reserved  lands  to  those  of  its 
citizens  who  had  their  homes  and  farms  destroyed  during  the 
Revolutionary  War.  The  rest  was  sold  through  a Connecticut  Land 
Company.  The  Western  reserve  was  finally  incorporated  into  the  Northwest 
Territory  in  1800,  just  three  years  before  Ohio  was  admitted  to  the  Union. 

The  first  settlers  didn’t  arrive  in  the  area  that  was  to  become  Berea 
until  1809,  and  there  wasn’t  much  settlement  in  this  area  until  several 
years  later  because  of  the  fear  of  Indian  attack  during  the  War  of  1812. 
Indeed,  Berea  did  not  become  “Berea”  until  1836,  when  this  name  was 
selected  on  the  flip  of  a coin,  the  alternative  being  “Tabor.” 

In  the  1840’s  John  Baldwin  became  the  first  person  to  exploit  the  fine 
abrasive  qualities  of  the  sandstone  beds  that  underlie  Berea  and  vicinity. 
Baldwin  was  engaged  in  a variety  of  enterprises  as  well  as  the  making  of 
grindstones:  he  farmed,  operated  grist  and  woolen  mills  and  founded  the 
educational  institute  that  was  to  become  Baldwin-Wallace  College. 

Others  soon  followed  Baldwin’s  lead.  Among  the  more  successful  was 
Daniel  M.  Stearns,  who  started  quarrying  Berea  Sandstone  in  1848.  Five  of 
his  six  sons,  plus  a son-in-law,  eventually  entered  the  quarrying  and 
grindstone  manufacturing  business.  Two  sons  became  issuers  of  tokens 
during  the  Civil  War. 

David  Stearns  is  most  likely  the  D.E.  Stearns  who  was  Berea’s  only 
token  issuer  (OH  74A,  R-3).  I haven’t  yet  located  a document  giving 
David’s  middle  initial,  but  the  only  two  possibilities  are  Daniel  M.  Stearns, 
Sr.,  or  Daniel  M.  Stearns,  Jr.  — and  only  if  the  middle  initial  on  the  token 
is  in  error.  David  Stearns  owned  and  operated  a quarry  at  Berea  in  the 
1850’s  and  1860’s.  Unlike  his  brother  Charles,  he  appears  to  have  had  no 
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significant  role  in  local  affairs  in  the  years  after  the  Civil  War. 

Charles  W.  Stearns  issued  OH  1750,  a rarity  2 token  from  Cleveland. 
The  token  provides  the  address  “FOOT  / OF  VINEYARD  / ST,”  which  is 
undoubtedly  the  point  from  which  Charles  Stearns  shipped  grindstones,  as 
well  as  flagging  and  building  stones,  via  the  Great  Lakes  to  much  of  the 
Midwest  and  beyond.  Stearns’  quarry,  though,  was  in  Berea,  as  were  all 
the  other  many  small  quarrying  operations  that  began  to  consolidate  and 
become  more  mechanized  in  the  1870’s. 

Charles  Stearns  figured  prominently  in  this  consolidation  process.  He 
became  a director  of  the  Berea  Stone  Company  when  it  was  formed  in 

1871.  Berea  Stone  was  absorbed  by  the  Lake  Shore  Stone  Company  in 

1872.  He  and  Robert  Wallace  combined  into  the  Empire  Stone  Company  in 
1874;  and  then,  in  1876,  all  of  Berea’s  quarry  businesses  were  combined 
into  the  Berea  Stone  Association.  It  lasted  for  ten  years,  and  then  the 
Cleveland  Stone  Company  was  formed  with  a lot  of  ‘^outside”  money.  It 
became  a “giant  of  the  sandstone  industry,”  according  to  local  historian 
W.F.  Holzworth. 

The  1870’s  were  also  a time  when  Berea’s  quarries  began  employing  a 
considerable  number  of  Polish  and  German  immigrants.  The  workers  and 
management  were  separated  by  culture,  language,  and  geography  (the 
latter,  quite  literally,  as  expanding  quarries  began  to  separate  one  part  of 
town  from  another).  By  the  1890’s  this  separation  had  grown,  as  the 
workers  lived  in  one  part  of  town,  management  in  another,  and  the  owners 
were  now  no  longer  in  town  at  all.  In  1893  the  workers’  wages  were  cut  from 
$1.75  to  $1.50  per  ten  hour  day.  Times  were  bad,  the  owners  said,  and  so 
they  were,  for  the  workers’  cost  of  living  remained  unchanged.  Finally,  in 
July  of  1896  the  workers  struck. 

Acts  of  violence  were  perpetrated  by  both  sides,  as  the  Cleveland 
Stone  Company  refused  even  to  hear  the  grievances  of  the  workers  and 
summarily  fired  anyone  suspected  of  union  activity.  President  George  H. 
Worthington  informed  Berea’s  mayor  that  the  company  would  hold  the 
village  of  Berea  responsible  “...for  any  and  all  damages  to  company 
property  which  might  result  from  the  strike”  (Holzworth  76).  Soon,  Berea’s 
sheriff  was  leading  a force  of  115  deputies  to  keep  order.  The  results  were 
predictable.  Though  no  one  was  killed,  in  one  pitched  battle  several  men 
were  badly  injured,  and  the  workers  would  have  been  decisively  beaten 
right  then,  except  their  wives  joined  in  the  fray  with  clubs,  brooms,  rakes, 
hoes  and  pitchforks,  as  well  as  their  bare  hands  and  teeth,  thoroughly 
routing  the  deputies. 

After  six  weeks,  the  strike  ended  with  nothing  more  won  by  the 
workers  than  the  implied  recognition  that  when  times  got  better  the  old 
17<  per  hour  wage  scale  would  be  restored.  Incidentally,  the  man  making 
that  promise  was,  again,  George  H.  Worthington.  I haven’t  been  able  to 
confirm  it  yet,  but  I think  he  was  the  son  of  the  George  Worthington  who 
issued  OH  175S. 

Also,  Berea’s  quarries  continued  to  operate  productively  well  into  the 
twentieth  century.  It  was  diminishing  supplies  of  sandstone,  the 
development  of  carborundum  and  the  Great  Depression  that  finally  put  an 
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end  to  this  industry,  with  the  last  hundred  men  let  go  and  the  last  quarries 
closed  in  1946.  The  city  of  Berea  was  quite  fortunate  in  the  years  that 
followed  when  the  Cleveland  Quarries  Company  donated  the  worked-out 
quarries  to  the  Park  Board,  and  the  Ford  Motor  Company  donated  enough 
used  molding  sand  to  restore  the  land  for  use  as  parks  as  well  as  the  site  of 
the  library,  the  municipal  buildings  and  a recreation  center.  Berea  was  a 
pretty  nice  place  for  a kid  to  grow  up  in  during  the  1950’s.  I know,  because  I 
did.

Although  this  auction  ultimately  turned  out  well,  it’s  auction  can  best 
be  described  as  oozing  up  to  the  finish  line.  When  all  of  the  bids  were  in,  78 
bidders  had  answered  the  call  and  submitted  743  bids  for  the  363  lots 
offered.  Considering  the  larger  than  usual  number  of  unsold  lots,  the 
auction  grossed  $4,500,  a rather  surprising  number. 

In  the  popularity  sweepstakes,  it  was  nearly  a clean  sweep  for  the  store 
cards.  Leading  the  pack  with  16  bids  was  lot  #206,  Ohio  340A-la.  Then 
followed  a four  way  tie  for  second  place  at  12  bids  each  for  lot  #136,  NY 
695A-2a,  lot  #217,  Ohio  960A-2a,  lot  #229,  PA  765E-3a,  and  lot  #336, 
patriotic  154/218.

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Yellow  Metal  CWT  Planchet  Types: 
X-Ray  Analysis  Study

Civil  War  tokens  thought  to  be  gold  plated  are  occasionally  submitted 
to  the  Verification  Service.  A previous  study  has  indicated  that  some 
specimens  thought  to  be  gilted  are  actually  brass  planchets  without 
plating.  This  has  led  to  some  indecision  in  differentiating  gold  plated  and 
brass  specimens.  The  Civil  War  Token  Society  board  of  governors 
authorized  further  investigation  in  an  attempt  to  clarify  characteristics  of 
gilted  and  brass  tokens.  Four  more  specimens  were  submitted  for  Energy 
Dispersive  X-Ray  Microprobe  analysis  to  Scanning  Electron  Analysis 
Laboratories,  Inc.  (SEAL)  of  Los  Angeles,  California.  The  purpose  of  this 
report  is  to  present  the  findings. 

RESULTS 

A specimen  of  Fuld  117-420  possessing  a shiny  yellow-gold  surface 
was  examined.  Figure  1 presents  the  photoanalysis  of  the  metal  and  shows 
it  to  be  brass  (75.3%  copper  and  24.6%  zinc).  Linder  magnification,  the 
device  detail  is  muted  and  has  the  appearance  of  a worn  specimen  that 
may  have  been  plated.  However,  there  are  also  prominent  polishing  marks 
over  all  the  surface.  This  specimen  represents  a brass  planchet  with  a 
relatively  high  zinc  content  which  has  been  polished. 

The  second  specimen  examined  was  Fuld  Patriotic  54-342,  which  has 
a muted  gold-yellow  surface  and  is  uncirculated.  Figure  2 shows  the 
photoanalysis  of  the  surface  metal  and  it  is  found  to  be  primarily  gold 
(70.7%)  with  26.7%  copper  and  a trace  (2.6%)  of  silver. 

The  third  specimen  examined  was  Fuld  5-288,  which  was  thought  to 
be  gilted.  Under  magnification,  it  appears  to  be  brass  with  a thin  layer  of 
dull  gilting  present  in  the  recessed  and  protected  areas  of  the  devices  and 
field.  Figure  3 shows  the  photoanalysis  of  this  piece  and  reveals  it  to  be  all 
brass  (86%  copper  and  14%  zinc). 

The  fourth  piece  sent  for  examination  was  Fuld  233-312.  This  is  a very 
worn  specimen  and  has  the  appearance  of  copper  with  the  addition  of 
bright  yellow-gold  coarse  plating  in  the  closely  protected  and  recessed 
areas  of  the  surface.  Figure  4 shows  the  photoanalysis  and  reveals  the 
plated-appearing  areas  to  be  brass  (87.3%  copper  and  12.7%  zinc).  Figure 
5 is  the  photoanalysis  of  the  worn  unprotected  areas  of  the  surface  and 
these  are  shown  to  be  primarily  copper  (93.6%  with  6.4%  zinc). 

Touchstone  testing  of  the  first  three  specimens  reveals  a yellow  color 
and  the  specific  gravity  determination  of  all  three  is  similar. 

DISCUSSION 

Brass  plating  has  not  previously  been  listed  as  a CWT  planchet  metal 
type,  though  it  may  have  been  the  cataloguer’s  intention  to  consider  this  as

“gilted.”  It  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Patriotic  CWT  catalogue.  Only  one 
merchant  listing  is  noted  in  Fuld’s  Civil  War  token  store  card  catalogue 
(OH  165AMa).  The  present  study  identifies  a specimen  which  has  a base 
planchet  metal  of  copper  and  some  remaining  coarse  yellow-gold  plating 
composed  of  brass  alloy  (Fuld  233-312).  The  copper  listing  for  this  token  is 
an  R-l  and  the  brass  listing  is  an  R-8.  On  this  basis,  it  is  understandable 
why  a copper  specimen  may  have  been  plated  with  brass.  However,  one 
must  also  ask  whether  perhaps  some  of  the  brass  catalogue  listings  are 
actually  plated  specimens.  Visual  inspection  alone  probably  could  not 
differentiate  uncirculated  brass  plating  from  solid  brass  planchet  metal. 

The  shiny  yellow-gold  specimen  thought  to  have  noncontemporary 
gold  plating  was  found  to  be  brass  (117-420).  This  particular  specimen  has 
a relatively  high  component  of  zinc  as  well  as  evidence  of  polishing  on  all 
the  surface.  Therefore,  visual  inspection,  touchstone  testing,  and  specific 
gravity  determination  cannot  differentiate  polished  brass  specimens  with  a 
high  zinc  content  from  gold  plating. 

The  specimen  thought  to  be  “gilted”  with  a thin  layer  of  gold  was  found 
to  be  brass  (5-288).  It  possesses  a surface  appearance  similar  to  the  study 
specimen  reported  in  earlier  publications.  It  is  now  concluded  that  these 
particular  pieces  are  brass  specimens  in  “partial”  uncirculated  condition 
with  the  protected  areas  representing  the  uncirculated  and  untoned  yellow 
brass  surface  contrasted  against  the  elevated  surfaces  which  have  friction 
changes,  thus  producing  the  appearance  of  a thin  remaining  layer  of  worn 
gilt. 

The  touchstone  tests  of  the  brass  and  gold  plated  specimens  yield  a 
yellow  color.  The  specific  gravities  of  all  the  specimens  studied  were  similar 
(8. 4-8.8). 


CONCLUSION 

This  and  previous  studies  have  identified  a difficult  area  of  dif- 
ferentiating between  yellow  Civil  War  token  planchets  by  visual  inspection, 
touchstone  testing,  and  specific  gravity  determination.  Brass  plating  is 
presently  not  listed  as  a planchet  metal  type,  though  it  may  previously  have 
been  considered  to  be  in  the  gilted  listing.  A specimen  is  now  reported.  If 
uncirculated,  it  could  probably  not  be  differentiated  from  a planchet  whose 
base  metal  is  solid  brass.  Lightly  circulated  untoned  brass  specimens 
appear  visually  similar  to  partial  gilting  and  cannot  be  differentiated  by 
touchstone  testing  or  specific  gravity  determinations.  Polished  brass 
specimens  with  a high  zinc  content  have  the  same  visual  appearance  as 
noncontemporary  gold  plating  on  a worn  specimen  and  each  has  similar 
touchstone  color  and  specific  gravity  determinations. 

Therefore,  uncirculated  brass  plating  probably  cannot  be  differentiated 
from  brass-based  planchet  metal  by  visual  means.  Polished  brass  can  be 
mistaken  for  noncontemporary  gold  plating.  And,  minimally  circulated 
untoned  brass  specimens  can  give  the  appearance  of  being  gilted.  The  Civil 
War  Token  Society  Verification  Service  is  assembling  a set  of  comparative 
specimens  to  help  correctly  diagnose  those  problem  metal  types.

During  this  last  12-month  period,  75  specimens  were  submitted  to  the 
Society’s  Verification  Service.  This  represents  an  increase  in  volume  of 
almost  twice  that  received  in  the  previous  year. 

One  counterfeit  token  was  identified  and  one  replica  was  submitted. 
Five  specimens  that  were  not  Civil  War  tokens  were  examined,  several 
being  submitted  for  planchet  metal  determination.  Two  specimens  were 
either  worn  or  damaged  to  the  extent  that  attribution  was  not  possible. 

Some  striking  errors  were  identified.  Three  specimens  examined 
showed  incuse  markings  compatible  with  die  class  phenomena.  These  are 
commonly  confused  with  overstrikes  but  are  not  the  same.  The  clashed 
portion  of  the  token’s  impression  made  by  the  clashed  die  is  incused  and 
possesses  a mirror  image  of  a normal  relief  impression.  In  at  least  two 
instances  observed,  the  die  had  been  clashed  with  another  die  not  used  in 
the  striking  of  the  specimen  (see  page  151  of  Fuld  — Patriotic  Store  Card 
Catalogue). 

Thirty-six  specimens  were  verified  as  genuine  Civil  War  store  card 
tokens.  None  of  the  store  cards  were  found  to  be  altered,  and  three  of  them 
are  currently  unlisted: 

1. NY630P-3a  C PL  (new  unlisted  die) 

2.  OH  165BH  and  OH  165EF  (unlisted  muling) 

3.  WI  501  I-3a  — reverse  #1194  C PL  (unlisted  die  com- 
bination) 

Thirty  specimens  were  verified  as  being  genuine  patriotic  Civil  War 
tokens.  An  unlisted  Fuld  54-343A  C was  examined  (the  343A  die  was 
described  in  CWTS  Summer,  1984,  pp.  27-29,  by  Cindy  Grellman).  Five  of 
the  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  were  found  to  be  altered  with  non- 
contemporary plating  present  on  the  surface. 

Inquiries  without  specimens  continue  to  be  received  at  the  Verification 
Service.  Answering  these  has  not  been  staisfactory  because  the  written 
descriptions  and  poorly  reproduced  photos  make  exact  attribution  and 
identification  almost  impossible.  The  membership  is  encouraged  to  submit 
actual  specimens  when  an  opinion  is  needed.  All  specimens  are  returned  by 
insured  or  Registered  insured  mail. 

The  Service  was  unable  to  verify  the  planchet  metal  of  six  out  of  27 
(22%)  specimens  that  were  submitted  as  silver  planchets.  This  significant 
number  of  altered  specimens  should  serve  as  a warning  to  us  when  pur- 
chasing tokens  on  silver  planchets. 

The  following  table  is  a summation  of  the  specimens  submitted  to  the 
CWTS  Verification  Service  over  the  past  four  years.  A total  of  310  tokens 
have  been  examined,  with  only  73.5%  verified  as  unaltered  genuine  Civil 
War  tokens.  Nineteen  (6%)  were  either  replicas  or  counterfeit.  Twenty- 
eight  of  the  specimens  were  not  Civil  War  tokens  and  were  examined  to 
determine  planchet  metal  variety.  Over  10  percent  of  the  verified  Civil  War 
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tokens  had  been  altered  by  noncontemporary  plating,  device  removal,  or 
fabrication  as  a blank  reverse.

Letter  to  the  Editor  — 

Dear  Will, 

...Over  a period  of  time  there  has  been  a lot  of  conversation  about  the 
various  Civil  War  tokens  previously  attributed  to  Chicago.  These  tokens 
are  from  Baltimore  makers  and,  in  some  cases,  are  easily  attributable  to 
Baltimore  businesses.  Such  attributable  pieces  include  Odenwald  and 
Bauernschmidt.  However,  the  initial  tokens  are  subject  to  anyone’s  guess 
when  it  comes  to  attributing  them.  There  are  many,  many  other  Baltimore 
related  tokens  with  initials  which  may  also  be  Civil  War  tokens.  But, 
without  reasonable  certainty,  it  is  not  proper  to  attribute  these  pieces  to 
any  category  except  “Mavericks  — probably  Baltimore.” 

A review  of  David  Schenkman’s  Book,  Civil  War  Sutler  Tokens  and 
Cardboard  Script  will  reveal  about  three  dozen  different  tokens  made  by 
Baltimore  makers,  the  majority  of  which  are  not  Baltimore  sutlers.  This 
reinforces  the  fact  that  a Baltimore  made  piece  does  not  mean  that  it  was 
used  in  Baltimore. 

Recent  communications  with  Steve  Tanenbaum,  who  is  handling  the 
revised  book  on  store  cards,  confirm  that  Steve  and  I are  in  agreement 
regarding  the  “Maverick-probably  Baltimore”  category  of  attribution.  In 
fact,  we  have  felt  the  same  way  for  at  least  the  last  2-3  years.  Since  I have 
recently  seen  information  to  the  contrary  of  this  opinion,  I felt  I needed  to 
explain  my  feelings. 

I believe  that  I have  as  many  or  more  actually  attributable  Baltimore 
Civil  War  tokens  as  anyone  in  our  organization.  Because  of  my  contacts 
around  Baltimore,  the  probability  of  my  acquiring  the  initial  tokens  is  most 
likely  greater  than  our  other  members.  Therefore,  it  would  be  in  my  best 
interests  to  see  those  initial  mavericks  listed  under  Baltimore.  I don’t  feel 
that  it  is  reasonable  to  not  do  so. 

There  are  a number  of  other  tokens  which  we  are  trying  to  research  to 
see  if  they  can  be  attributed  to  the  Baltimore  Civil  War  token  category.  As 
or  if  we  find  further  information,  we  will  share  it  for  publication.

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What  is  a 
Civil  War 
T oken?

Most  all  historians  agree  that  the  Civil  War  started  on  12  April  1861 
when  Confederate  artillery  fired  upon  Fort  Sumter,  and  ended  on  9 April 
1865  with  General  Robert  E.  Lee’s  surrendering  of  his  sword  and  command 
to  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  the  Appomattox  Courthouse.1  It  is  also 
generally  accepted  by  historians  and  numismatists  that  the  purpose  and 
reason  for  the  existence  of  Civil  War  tokens  was  that  they  should  serve  as 
an  emergency  money  medium  during  the  Civil  War  years  when  U.S. 
Government  issued  hard  money  (coin)  virtually  disappeared  from  the 
marketplace  in  early  1862  due  to  hoarding  and  a general  distrust  of  paper 
currency  2,3,5  In  addition  to  these  metal  tokens,  Fuld  also  mentions  other 
emergency  money  media  which  preceded  the  Civil  War  tokens,  and  which 
included  postage  stamps  both  encased  and  unencased,  envelopes  or 
cachettes  usually  with  printed  or  rubber  stamped  advertising  matter  on 
them,  fractional  currency  of  private  issue,  and  cardboard  scrip  in  various 
denominations.4 

None  of  these  predecessor  emergency  monies  proved  satisfactory,  and 
the  introduction  of  the  metal  tokens  proved  a fait  accompli,  and  were 
readily  embraced  by  a hard-coinage-starved  citizenry  and  the  equally 
disadvantaged  shopkeepers  and  merchants.  The  merchants  and 
shopkeepers  liked  these  tokens  for  another  reason  — 100  of  these  pieces 
had  a retail  value  of  100  cents,  but  the  merchants  and  shopkeepers  paid 
the  producing  shop  perhaps  as  much  as  25  or  30  cents  for  the  100  pieces, 
thereby  turning  a profit  of  70  to  75  cents  per  100  tokens  used.  In  today’s 
parlance,  a DEEP  discount.  The  earliest  appearance  of  the  metal  tokens 
was  in  Cincinnati  in  late  1862.  z,3  Due  to  the  increasing  fiscal  irrespon- 
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sibility  of  many  token  issuers,  the  Federal  Government  prohibited  private 
mintage  for  general  usage  in  1864  when  Congress  passed  an  act  on  22 
April  1864  banning  the  issuance  of  1 cent  and  2 cent  denomination  private 
coinage,  and  then  a second  act  of  Congess  on  8 June  1864  banned  all 
denominations  of  private  coinage.5  By  this  time,  the  Government 
production  of  one  cent  pieces  was  at  an  adequate  level  to  support  the  public 
needs. 

So  much  for  the  general  background,  history,  chronology,  etc.  It  is 
now  time  to  come  to  grips  with  the  reason  for  writing  this  article  — How  do 
you  define  a Civil  War  token?  Since  the  very  name  defines  an  era,  it  ap- 
pears reasonable  that  any  token  used  as  a medium  of  exchange  during  the 
war  years , except  1865  dated  pieces  which  were  summarily  excluded  by 
act  of  Congress,  would  be  a candidate.  In  this  category,  I would  also  in- 
clude 1860  & 1861  dated  non-durable  tokens  (stamps,  cardboard  scrip, 
fractional  paper  currency,  etc.)  since  it  appears  quite  reasonable  to  believe 
that  these  pieces  were  used  early  in  the  war  years  before  the  introduction  of 
the  metallic  tokens  in  late  1862.  The  practical  result  of  this  would  be  to 
limit  Civil  War  tokens  to  those  carrying  dates  of  1860  thru  1864  inclusive. 
Fuld  has  stated  in  his  book  that  dies  made  earlier  than  1860  but  paired 
with  later-dated  dies  (thru  1864)  are  considered  to  be  qualified  Civil  War 
token  dies.3  This  approach  is  consistent  with  the  aforementioned 
arguments  since  it  would  produce  pieces  in  the  correct  time  frame  and  for 
the  stated  purposes  to  which  these  pieces  were  to  be  used.  Also,  it  appears 
to  me  to  be  an  eminently  practical  approach  to  a pressing  problem  — when 
time  constrained,  use  available  dies  whenever  possible. 

Another  issue  is  the  material  from  which  the  metal  Civil  War  tokens 
were  made.  Hetrich  & Guttag,  Fuld,  and  other  Civil  War  token-oriented 
publications,  acknowledge  many  materials  used  for  these  pieces  2,3,4  By  far 
the  most  common  material  usage  is  copper,  accounting  for  approximately 
95+%  of  all  Civil  War  tokens.  Brass  is  the  next  most  common  usage 
material  accounting  for  approximately  4%  of  all  tokens.  All  of  the 
remaining  materials  combined  barely  account  for  less  than  1%  of  the  Civil 
War  tokens.  The  rarities  found  in  this  last  category  of  materials,  in  general, 
are  not  lower  than  R8  (10  pieces  maximum),  and  it  does  not  take  too  much 
deduction  to  conclude  that  they  are  most  likely  “show  pieces”  as  opposed 
to  a business  strike.  These  pieces  would  be  analagous  to  proof  strikes  in  the 
modern  market  — while  made  from  a working  die  (for  business  strikes), 
they  are  not  intended  for  use  in  the  marketplace  but  to  satisfy  the  special 
order  of  a patron  or  collector  desiring  an  exclusive  piece.  When  viewed  in 
this  light,  these  pieces,  if  retained  as  Civil  War  tokens,  should  not  be 
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considered  in  the  same  category  as  those  destined  for  business  strikes.  Fuld 
makes  an  interesting  point  which  tends  to  lend  credence  to  the  statement 
that  these  pieces  are  “show  pieces.”  He  states  that  most  all  of  the  off-metal 
pieces  were  struck  prior  to  the  business  strikes,  and  bases  this  conclusion 
on  die  deterioration  analysis  of  die  breaks,  die  chips,  etc.,  and  their 
progression  with  die  usage.3  By  utilizing  this  procedure,  the  patron  or 
collector  would  get  the  best  strike  possible  from  a new  sharp  die  free  of 
cracks  and  chips.  The  analogy  to  the  modern  proof  coinage  is  un- 
mistakable. 

While  not  an  integral  part  of  the  definition  of  a Civil  War  token,  a 
comment  or  two  regarding  the  inclusion  of  some  error  pieces  as  genuine 
tokens  is  in  order.  It  is  a given  that  numerous  errors  occurred  during  the 
manufacture  of  these  tokens.  It  is  very  common  to  observe  die  breaks,  die 
chips,  clashed  dies,  cuds,  straight  and  curved  clips,  incomplete  clips, 
slipped  or  broken  collars,  misaligned  dies,  off  center  strikes,  etc.  They 
occur  with  frequencies  suggesting  a very  common  occurrence.  Not  so 
common,  however,  are  the  “flip  over  double  strikes,”  a term  applied  to  a 
token  that  has  not  been  ejected  from  the  striking  chamber  after  the  first 
strike,  has  undergone  a 180  degree  position  change  (obv  for  rev)  within  the 
striking  chamber,  and  has  been  struck  a second  time  before  being  ejected 
from  the  striking  chamber.  If  this  is  truly  an  accidental  occurence  as 
represented,  I would  expect  to  see,  more  often  than  not,  an  off  center 
broadstruck  second  strike,  and  probably  at  least  one  side  made  by  a 
capped  die  formed  by  the  following  blank  entering  the  striking  chamber.  To 
the  best  of  my  recollection,  I cannot  remember  any  description  or  picture  of 
a flip  over  double  strike  having  either  of  these  characteristics.  Instead, 
both  the  over  and  under  strikes  are  reasonably  clear,  and  both  are  ap- 
parently made  with  the  collar  in  place.  To  paraphrase  Lewis  Carroll  in  his 
book  “Alice  In  Wonderland,”  this  gets  curiouser  and  curiouser,  and  leads 
this  writer  to  believe  that  these  pieces  are  “show  pieces”  made  for  the  same 
reasons  as  the  off-metals. 

In  a similar  vein,  the  overstrikes  on  copper-nickel  cents,  silver  coins, 
etc.,  are  also  candidates  for  “show  pieces”  in  my  book.  Considering  the 
scarcity  of  Government  issue  hard  money,  does  it  make  sense  to  start  with 
an  already  scarce  copper-nickel  cent,  for  example,  add  value  to  it  (labor)  by 
restriking,  and  then  dispose  of  it  for  the  same  one  cent  used  to  procure  the 
original  cent?  The  shop  will  not  remain  in  business  long  espousing  this 
mode  of  operation.  On  the  other  hand,  a tidy  profit  can  be  made  by  doing 
this  for  the  patron  or  collector  for  a premium  price. 

To  return  to  the  original  premise  of  defining  a Civil  War  token,  I submit 
two  definitions  — a broad  one  for  general  use,  and  a narrow  one  for  purists 
— based  on  the  preceding  discussions: 

Broad  Definition  of  a Civil  War  Token 

A Civil  War  token  is  any  medium  of  exchange  bearing  the  dates  1860 
thru  1864  intended  for  use  during  the  American  Civil  War  period,  and 
may  be  in  the  form  of  metal  tokens,  paper  or  cardboard  scrip,  en- 
cased or  unencased  postage  stamps,  etc.,  to  be  used  with  or  directy 
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replacing  the  U.S.  Government  issued  coinage. 

Basic  Premise:  All  exchange  media,  materials,  and  strikes  were 
intended  for  business  use. 

Narrow  Definition  of  a Civil  War  Token 

A Civil  War  token  is  a copper  or  brass  token  bearing  the  dates  1860 
thru  1864  intended  for  use  during  the  American  Civil  War  period  as  a 
medium  of  exchange  along  with  or  directly  replacing  the  U.S. 
Government  issued  coinage. 

Basic  Premise:  Non-metallic  issues  are  fragile,  hence  transient;  all 
other  materials,  except  copper  and  brass,  were  not  intended  for 
business  strikes. 

In  forming  these  definitions,  it  is  a tacit  assumption  that  the  date  on 
the  die  is  the  year  of  its  manufacture  and  also  first  usage.  Undated  dies  are 
troublesome  to  fit  into  either  definition,  and  must  be  analyzed  by  their 
association  with  known  dated  dies. 

Whether  you  espouse  the  broad  or  the  narrow  view,  or  something  in 
between,  they  will  share  two  things  in  common  — 1)  a date  of  1860  thru 
1864,  and  2)  a history  of  being  a medium  of  commerce  along  with  the  U.S. 
coinage  and  as  a temporary  substitute  for  U.S.  coinage.  No  other  private 
mintage  can  make  that  statement.

Report  on  Auction  #74 

Most  likely  as  a result  of  the  late  appearance  of  the  Journal  and  the 
attendant  confusion  that  creates,  the  response  for  this  auction  was  down 
considerably  from  the  customary.  The  372  lots  offered  attracted  only  57 
bidders  who  submitted  857  bids.  However,  79  percent  of  the  bidders 
emerged  as  winners  of  one  or  more  lots,  and  gross  sales  stood  at  $3,325. 

In  a very  close  poularity  race,  lot  #309,  Pat  165/400,  an  Indiana 
Primitive,  claimed  top  honors  with  12  bids.  Right  on  it’s  heels  with  11  bids 
and  a tie  for  second  place  honors  were  lot  #17,  MI370H-42,  and  lot  #335, 
Pat  207/409. 
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Civil  War  Tokens  — Unofficial 
Patterns  for  Later  U.S.  Coinage?

We  know  that  many  Civil  War  tokens  were  copied  from  devices, 
sayings  and  designs  from  earlier  coinage,  but  it  is  also  true  that  other  dies 
were  so  creative  and  well  designed  that  they  may  have  possibly  formed  the 
basis  of  later  U.S.  coinage  and  in  that  way  could  be  considered  PAT- 
TERNS. 

As  collectors  of  Civil  War  tokens  we  know  that  most  Civil  War  tokens 
were  patterns  for  U.S.  coinage  because  they  were  readily  accepted  in  trade 
as  cents  and  demonstrated  to  our  mint  that  copper,  underweight  cents 
could  be  official  coinage  and  in  1864  we  see  the  change  take  place  in  our 
Indian  head  cents.  Not  only  did  they  prove  to  be  popular,  but  remained  in 
production  until  1909,  only  the  Lincoln  cent  proved  more  popular. 

The  hoarding  of  hard  money  could  not  be  stopped  during  the  Civil 
War,  so  the  government  had  to  introduce  paper  money,  including  postal 
currency  and  fractional  currency  (values  less  than  $1.00).  Paper  money  in 
all  forms  was  not  too  popular  in  the  United  States,  but  it  did  force  private 
scrip  from  the  marketplace  eventually. 


Private  tokens  proved  popular.  Congress  had  to  pass  a law  prohibiting 
the  use  of  tokens  in  daily  commerce  in  1864. 

The  Great  Central  Fair  token  with  its  portrait  of  Washington  was  in 
reality  a product  of  the  U.S.  mint.  This  token  was  the  only  C.W.  token 
issued  by  the  federal  government  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  similar 
devices  of  Washington  did  appear  on  official  pattern  issues  of  the  mint:  dies 
305-311  for  Judd  2C  pieces  and  dies  461-485  on  pattern  5C  pieces.  These 
pattern  pieces  never  became  coins,  but  here  is  a case  where  a Civil  War 
token  becomes  a mint  pattern. 

Now  that  we  established  the  fact  that  Civil  War  tokens  influenced  the 
U.S.  mint  it  is  but  a small  step  to  demonstrate  the  influence  C.W.  tokens 
had  on  later  U.S.  coinage.  From  this  point  forth  this  article  become  highly 
speculative  on  the  author’s  level  and  is  filled  with  conjecture  and  perhaps 
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coincidence  and  maybe  even  delusion  (?). 

I would  like  to  compare  dies  30-32  with  the  1883  Liberty  or  Barber 
head  nickel.  The  similarity  of  composition  between  the  Liberty  nickel  and 
these  Civil  War  dies  is  startling  to  say  the  least.  There  is  the  simplicity  in 
design.  Liberty  head  is  facing  left.  There  are  13  stars  surrounding  the  bust. 
The  date  appears  at  the  base  of  the  bust,  and  the  only  item  lacking  is  the

word  “Liberty”  in  the  tiara  of  the  Civil  War  tokens.  I have  this  gut  feeling 
that  Mr.  Barber  had  before  him  one  of  these  Civil  War  tokens  while  he  was 
designing  this  particular  coin  back  in  1882-3. 

I do  not  wish  to  show  disrespect  to  Victor  D.  Brenner,  but  his  portrait 
of  Lincoln  isn’t  that  far  removed  from  what  is  found  on  the  many  portraits 
of  Lincoln  to  be  found  on  Civil  War  tokens.  Brenner  was  pre-empted  by 
about  50  years  by  these  tokens. 
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Study  the  2C  coin.  Put  together  the  saying,  “God  Protect  the  Union”  and 
the  shield  in  storecard  die  1375  or  1376.  Try  matching  the  others. 


Now  let’s  try  the  reverse  situation.  Study  these  specific  Civil  War  dies 
and  try  to  match  up  U.S.  coins  that  may  come  to  mind. 

A whole  thesis  might  be  developed  by  studying  our  commemorative 
coinage  and  finding  suggestions  which  could  have  come  from  dies  of  Civil 
War  tokens,  such  as  the  use  of  sailing  ships,  beavers,  mounted  soldiers, 
etc. 

There  is  a move  to  improve  our  coinage  design.  Much  is  being 
discussed  in  numismatic  circles  as  to  what  changes  should  be  brought 
about.  One  source  of  inspiration  is  certainly  to  be  found  on  Civil  War 
tokens.  I offer  these  specific  tokens  below  as  a starting  point  for  change.  I 
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believe  these  tokens  have  elements  that  would  enhance  any  coin.  I wonder 
what  changes  will  take  place  in  the  future  on  U.S.  coins.  I wonder  if  some 
of  those  changes  that  will  take  place  might  just  be  inspired  by  some  of 
those  dies  that  were  created  during  the  Civil  War.
